Baigaria Declares Her Independence 
On Turkey's Action Depends 
Peace of War. 


London, October 6.—Turkey’s 4n- 
swer to Bulgaria's proclamation of in- 
dependence had not reached London 
at 1.30 a.m. today. While the con- 
tinental capitals are excited by the 
fear of war, Which may be developed 
on the Turki#h-Bulgarian situation, 
the consensus of London opinion is that 
war is improbable. England _ feels 
affronted at Austria’s ironical abroga- 
tion. of the Treaty of Berlin by  an- 
nouncing its intention of establishing 
a Dominion over the Turkish  pro- 
vinces of Bosnia and Hersogovina, but 
England will oppose Turkey embark- 
ing in war, Englend’s hope is to get 
the bulk of the Turkish trade in the 
immediate future, and war would ine 
terfere with that. commercial ambitidn. 
As new and reformed Turkey looks 
for its political guidance to England, 
the Porte will take England's tip, 
which today is ‘No war.” 

Meanwhile the tattered treaty — of 
Berlin will have to be restored at a 
conference of the powers not yet sum- 
moned.  Kngland’s official attitude 
will be that she cannot-admit the right 
of any power to alter an international 
treaty without the consent of the 
other signatories. England,  there- 
fore, will refuse to sanction any in- 
fraction of the Berlin treaty and Ale- 
cline to recognize Austria and Bul- 
garia’s action until the views of the 
other powers are ascertained, partion. 
larly those of Turkey. Russia intends 
to propose a new conference of the 
powers to settle the entire eastern 
question, but the proposal is not yet 
formulated. The new alignment of 
powers probably will be England, 
Russia, France and Italy against Aus- 
tria and Germany. 

The Official German View. 

Berlin, October 5.—The German 
official view of the situation with ‘e- 
gard to Bulgarian independence and 
annexation of Bosnia by Austria-Hun- 
gary is set forth in a statement which 
was issued tonight. It says: “Ger- 
many will not depart from its position 
of reserve while awaiting the decision 
of the Turkish cabinet, with which the 
question of peace or war momentarily 
lies. It ik possible that, despite its 
peaceful disposition, Turkey may be 
obliged tu draw the sword with virtu- 
ally the simultaneous issue of the 
proclamations of Bulgaria’s indepen- 
dence and Austria’s annexation of the 
occupied provinces. This did not 1°- 
sult from a conspiracy on the part of 
the two countries. Austria has the 
right of annexation, according to the 
terms of the Berlin treaty. Under 
this treaty Bulgaria does not possess 
rights. It is semi-officially announc- 
ed that should Turkey seek the advice 
of the Powers regarding the advis-4 
ability of asserting her rights by ni 
armed foree, Germany will be unable 
to advise the Porte to go to war be-! 
mC % the Turkish army is unprepar- 
ed. .

London, October 5.—In view of the}

LAND GRABBING PREMIER 


Toronto Globe Exposes One of Roblin's 
Shady Transactions. 


Toronto, Oct. 5—Under the  capiton 
“4 jand grabbing premier,” the Globe 
teday says: “Mr. Roblin has returned to 
Manitoba too soon, There are many 
members of the Independeat Order cf 
Foresters in this province who would 
like to know the truth about the Swan 
River land deal in which he figured and 
by which, according to sworn evidence 
he must have made about $15,000, in a 
very short time and by a very small ex- 
penditure and by very old negotiations, 

“Among the blocks of land purchased 
by the Union Trust, was one of some 
ten thousand acres in the Swan River 
country, which was bought from Whitla, 
harrister, Winnipeg. Whitla was called 
to give evidence about this transaction, 
and in doing so made public the fact 
that he was only the nominal owner of 
these lands, the actual owner being R. 
}’. Roblin, 

“Mr. Whitla, who gave his evidence 
under oath (Ngv. 5, 1906,) said: ‘1 orig- 
inally took these lands from the Cana- 
dian Northern Railway company for ene 
Gorden and for Hon, R. P, Roblin, in 
equal shares. The price was $3.10 per 
acre and first annual payment of $15,000 
was made May 3, 1902. The following 
August Mr. Gordon sold out his interest 
to Mr. Roblin.” 

After detailing some evidence the edi- 
terial goes on: “The records show that 
Whitla received and transferred to Pre- 
mier Roblin $9,920 or one dollar an acre 
of the first payment. To Tlon. Geo, E, 
Foster, on February 2, 1904, a check of 
the Union Trust company was issued for 
$2,480, which was exactly 25 cents per 
acre on 9,920 acres of land. Mr. Foster 
was manager of the Union Trust Com- 
pany at the timeewhen he accepted this 
commission for purchasing these lands 
at a price fixed on ‘his own recommenda- 
tion,”

KILLE& mM HUSBAND WITH HAT-PIN 


Woman Confesses Alter Jury Had 
Brought in Verdict of Accidental 
Death. ‘ 


London, Oct, 5.—A striking instance 
of a husband’s devotion was revealed 
at the Marylebone Police Court yes- 
terday, when Mrs. Elsie Cooper, a 
young widow, living at Conduit resi- 
dences, Paddington, was accused of 
the manslaughter of her husband. 

Although, it is alleged, Mrs. Cooper 
stabbed her husband fatally with a 
hatpin, the man, in order to shield 
his wife, concealed the fact for three 
months, and died without revealing 
his secret. 

Cooper was admitted to the Pad- 
dington Infirmary, but no mention 
wag made of the pin, and its presence 
was not suspected until the post-mor- 
term examination was made, 

At the inquest held last week the 
widow said a hatpin§ entered her 
husband’s thigh while he was getting 
into bed three months ago, and broke 
as be was pulling it out. He did not 
consult a doctor, she asserted, and 
only became ill some days before his 
death, 

A medical man stated that he 
found a piece of hatpin in the man’s 
lung. This had set up inflammation 
and caused death, In his opinion the 
fragment must have worked its way 
through the man’s body and lodged 
in the lung. 

After hearing this evidence the jury 
yeturned a_ verdict of “Accidental 
Death,”’ but statements made by rela- 
tives caused the police to arrest Mrs, 
Cooper. 

When arrested she began to cry, and 
said: “I did stab him on May 17th. 
It was my husband’s dying wish that 
I should say it was the baby that 
did it. 

“I did it under great provocation,” 
she continued. “It was on a Sunday 
night, I went out for a walk with 
my sister-in-law. My husband+ was 
standing at the corner of the street 
when I got back, 

“He accused me of being unfaith- 
ful, but I went upstairs and did not 
rep! to him. When he eame indovrs 
he repeated the statement, and this 
made me lose my temper, 

“T rushed at him with my hatpin 
in my hand, Without thinking what 
T was doing I stuck it into his side, 
and it broke off, 

“We were both sorry then for what 
had happened, and made friends. 
Arthur said he would tell people he 
had done it accidentally.”

READY BY NOVEMBER 
FOR STEEL TO PEMBINA 


Grading Operations on G.T.P. Bet- 
ween Edmonton and Pembina 
Hiver Nearing Completion—Mile 
60 Requires Biasting—Brick Clay 
For Ballasting.

| That the road bed of the Grand 
(Trunk Pacifie Railway, west from Fd- 
!monton to the Rocky Mountains, will 
be the best in Canada in so far as guod 
| ballasting can make it, is a statement 
which is emphatically made by rail- 
way contractors who have been over 
the line. H. J. Fetter, superinten- 
dent of construction of the G,T.P. 
west of Edmonton for Foley, Welch & 
Stewart, who was in the city yester- 
day, stated to a Bulletin. representa- 
tive that there were large quantities 
of good brick clay along the route cf 
the G.T.P. which wouid be of great 
valve for ballasting the line. 

This clay is found in large quanti- 
ties along the route of the G.T.P. near 


Lake Wabanum. Coal is also there 
in considerable quantities, and in 
several places where the coal has 


taken fire the clay hag been burned 
jinto red and White bricks, which, ac- 
cording to Mf, Fetter, are much super- 
jor both in quality snd color to the 
brick manufactured in the Edmonton 
district. Without doubt, large brick 
manufacturing plants will be opened 
im this country after the railroad —is 
built through to the coast and a plen- 
tiful supply of building material will 
be manufactured which will be used 
to build up the towns and cities be- 
tween .Edmonton and the Rocky 
Mountains. 

This brick clay has been used ex- 
tensively in the ballasting of  rail- 
roads in various /parts of the United 
States and has proved to be the very 
best kind of ballast The method of 
preparation is very simple, and at the 
same time very effective. layers 
of clay and slack coal are alternated 
until a huge pile is formed. A fire ts 
then started and the pile burns for 
sometimes as long as six months 
The resulting material is used for bal- 
jasting and makes a hard = roadbed 
that is not easily damaged by heavy 
traffic or spring floods. It is pro- 
bable that this brick ballast will ne 
used on the G.T.P. line between here 
and the, mountains, 

Mr. Fetter reports the grading work 
west of the city ns progressing very 
satisfactorily. "We will have the 
line graded as far west as the Pem- 
bina River by November lst, with the 
exception of mile 60,"’ said he, Th 
mile 50 there is considerable blasting 
to be done through sandstone, that 
will take a little longer. The Cana- 
dian White Company have the con- 
tract for this part of the work and 
have quite a foree of men employed, 
They will finish it in November.” 

Several of the sub-contractors have 
already finished their part of the grade 
and are disbanding their men for the 
winter “I wish they had the steel 
here now; we would throw it down for 
them,”’>remarked Mr. Fitzgerald, one 
of the sub-contractors, who was stand. 
ing nearby. It is probable that the 
work of steel laying will be proceeded 
with as soon as the line is built into 
Kdmonton from the east, which should 
be by the end of the year.

OPENS CAMPAIGN 
INSASKATCHEWAN 


Minister of Interior Delivers Fight- 
ing Speech in Moose Jaw to 
a Large Audience, 


Moose Jaw, Get. 5—Hon. Frank 
Oliver opened his campaign in Sas- 
katchewan with a meeting here to- 
night. It rained during the evening 
and the weather was most unfavorable 
for a big political gathering. How- 
ever, a crowd that completely filled 
the city hall auditorium assembled 
In his address Mr. Oliver pointed out 
that the Liberal party stood for the 
principle of progress and action, the 
Conéervative party for stability and 
conservatiem. It was for the electors 
to decide which they wished in 1908. 

The minister tock up the govern: 
ment record. He first dealt with the 
tariff, pointing out the difference Le- 
tweén the Conservative tariff for pro- 
tection and the Liberal tariff or rev- 
enue. Phe minister said it had been 
the policy of the Liberal government 
to build up Canada by developing the 
west, while the Conservatives develop- 
éd the manufacturing in the east, The 
development of the west had been se- 
cured through colonization and rail}- 
way building. 

The minister dwelt ‘at some length 
on the accusations of the Conserva- 
tives against the interior department, 
especially regarding the Roblin  irri- 
gation deal and the timber limits. He 
showed conclusively that the former 
was beneficial, opening’ up a large 
tract of land for settlement, and that 
the timber limits were administered 
without political favoritism or graft. 

“In making the chacrges they have 
about the timber limits,’ Mr. Oliver 
said, “the Conservatives lied and they 
knew they lied.” 

He also dealt with the administra: 
tion of land, pointing to the pre-emp- 
tion bill as an evidence that the Lib 
erals gave the land to the settlers. 
W. E. Knowles, Liberal candidate, 
also spoke. Mayor Boyne presided.

The keel blocks for the first of these 
amazing ships. the Olympic, were re- 
cently laid down at Belfast, and work is 
now progressing on her. The keel blocks 
for the Titanic will be laid down early 
in January next. 

Althongh it has been known that the 
White Star Line contemplated building 
two ships that weuld eclipse anything 
aficat, the exact tonnage has not heen 
khown before, and the Olympic and Ti- 
tanic will represent the greatest strides 
ever rade in naval architecture. They 
will he nearly 1,000 feet long, and about 
80 feet brond, and while they will not be 
built for great speed, they will, it is 
expected, be able to average twenty-one 
knots. They will be eqnipped with a com- 
Hination of turbine and reciprocating en- 
cines. The cost of the two vessels will 
be abont £3,500,000. 

Great preparations have been going on 
at Belfast for more than a year for the 
construction of these giatn vessels. Two 
new slips, each more than a theusand 
feet long, and capable of bearing a 
weight of. 75.000 tons, have been” built. 
and the greatest gantry in the world 
has been installed. A large nuniber of 
men who have heen idle while the yard 
was being prepared fo rthgse beata will 
now be reemployed, and it i« expected 
that the werk on them will do wach to 
relieve the distress threatening in Bel- 
fos during the coming winter,

CANADIAN BANKER HAS REMEDY WAR TALK AFFECTS 


Byron E. Walker, Bank of Commerce 
President, Advises American 
Banks. 


Denver, Col., Oct. 5—A series of large 
banks, “which could perform every good 
feature of centralized banking and still 
preserve that chief safeguard of the peo- 
ple in industrial matters, viz, competi- 
tion,” was the remedy proposed by B. FE. 
Walker, president o fthe Canadian Bank 
of Commerce, for which he termed the 
abnormal features of American banking. 
He had discussed the so-called fixed re- 
serves, clearing certificates and re-dis- 
counts, the present treasury system, 
and bank note issaes and their bearing 
on the recent financtal panic. He found 
something good and much evil in all of 
them. His proposed solution of the cur- 
rency question in the United States, 
after a study of all these conditions, he 
outlined as follows: 


“A series of large banks which could 
perform every good feature of central- 
ized banking and still preserve that 
chief safeguard o fthe people in indus- 
trial matters; viz, competition, 

“In order that reform may be perman- 
ert and effective, the new species of 
the banks should be able to create, 
first, a sound credit currency with ef- 
fective daily redemption; second a dis 
tribtuion of capital available for lend- 
ing, so that it shall not he idle and con 
gested in one locality and scarce or non 
existent and proportionately dear in an- 
other; third a condition where the gold 
and other cash reserves o‘fthe country 
may be more effective and doubtless be 
minimized in quantity; fourth, where, 
in time of trouble the capital of the 
country may be mobile and capable of 
heing centralized when necessary; fifth, 
where there may be hanks capable of 
doing the entire lending business of your 
merchants and manufacturers, except 
where these are unusually large, when 
they could be divided by arrangement 
hetween two or three banks; sixth, 
where a great international banking 
business may be created and you may 
do justice to your over sea possessions, 
to the great ports of export and impert, 
e your mereantile marine, and to your 
position among the great nations of the 
earth,

Usually the 
States publications carry off the palm 
or the most absurd tales about West- 
ern Canadian weather, but occasional- 
ly an item appears in a Canadian pa- 
per which shows how much is really 
known about the conditions prevailing 
in this part of Canada, The follow- 
ing published in the Vancouver Provy- 
ince on October Ist is a sample of 
the incorrect reports published: 

“Mr. Bajus of the customs service,

OPENED STETTLER FAIR, 

Premier Rutherford was the honor- 
ed guest at the Stettler agricultural 
exhibition, which was held on October 
1 and 2, and officiated at the formal 
opening at this the second annual fair, 

Premier Rutherford, in conversation 
with a Bulletin representative — this 
morning, said that the exhibition was 
fairly well attended. and presented 
tuany interesting tectures, he vege- 
tables and grains were particularly 
good examples of the wonderful growth 
of vegetation in the district, Some 
mature corn grown in the locality at- 
tracted much attention and was con- 
sidered an indication of what Stettler 
district may be growing on a large 
scale in the near future. In the live 
stock entries the Suffolk punches, sor 
which Stettler is famous, were much 
udmired 

“The farmers are well pleased with 
the results from the harvest,” said the 
Premier “The grain is certainly a 
*plendid sample and dees not appear 
to have been at all affeeted by the 
frost. The threshing is still in pro- 
gress, and so much grain is passing 
through the machines this season that 
it is estimated over 1,000,000 bushels 
of wheat and oats will be marketed 
from Stettler. The neceasity for an- 
other elevator is so urgent that it. is 
expected one will be built this fall.” 


TRADES COUNCIL MEET.

It is proposed to 
give a half hour service between Edmon- 
ton and Strathcona but while only these 
two are in operation it will be necessary 
to run them from the C.P.R. station to 
Namayo avenue thus for a week or more 
occupying three-quarters of an hour in 
the trip.
